“Two Chinese ladies who claimed 
to be the lawful widow of a 
deceased Straits Chinese, were 
both declared by Sir Walter. Shaw, 
Chief Justice of the Straits Settle- 
ments, sitting in Singapore, to 
have the official status of!‘ wife.” 
One gave evidence that she’ was 
married in 1921 and: the’ other 
stated that she.was married . in 
1911 “in pursuance of a document 
made by her mother.” ° In - this 
document the mother said that 
because her prospective son-in-law 
was a gentleman of benign disposi- 
tion and unequalled generosity, 
and had no male issue though
